FRANCE TO HAVE

Minister of Commerce Intends 
to Introduce the 
Phone, Sharpen Telegraph 
Service and Add to Wireless 


HIS PLANS OUTLINED 


(Special to the Monitor) 

PARIS, France—In an interview pub- 
lished in the Excelsior, Alfred Masse, 
the minister of commerce, gives an ac- 
count of the reforms he is contemplating 
in the French post, telegraph and tele- 
phone services. 

He says that since the 


marine section at the ministry of com- 


' 
merce has been made a separate depart- | 


ment, considerable space has become 
available for the development of work 
in this department. In the carrying out 
of this separation the stagnant condition 
of some of the less active sections of his 
ministry has become ventilated, and this 
has resulted in an entire reorganization 
of those branches which deal with 
weights and measures, with undesirable 
and uninhabitable dwellings and with in- 
dustrial legislation. 

A new department, viz., an exhibition 
section, has also been opened, which will 
fulfil a Wefinitely expressed wish of 
Parliament, and at the same time attract 
public attention more forcibly to the im- 
portant question of economic develop- 
‘ment at home and abroad. The minister 
said that in doing this he was only 
carrying out what his three immediate 
predecessors had advocated, although, re- 
gretable as it might be, he was obliged 
to state that there existed up to the 
present no official record at the ministry 
of commerce of any of the exhibitions. 


Records Not Obtainable 


The records of the various exhibitions 
of the past had been distributed in vari- 
ous directions and had been subject to 
all the risks of non-official control and 
preservation. 

The situation was indeed difficult, for 
it had been found practically impossible 
to gather information-about an exhibition 
‘when once it was closed. It was only 
through the large independent bodies over 
which the minister of commerce had no 
control that past records of this impor- 
tant branch of commercial development 
had been preserved. The main obstacle 
had always been a question of extra ex- 
penditure in his department, but by the 
new arrangement of the staff he would be 
able to equip a new office to deal spe- 
cially with the matter without having to 
ask Parliament for further credits. 

In speaking of the Paris telephone svs- 
tem, the minister said that this was not 
an opportune moment to talk about the 
reduction of subscribers’ rates. He said

LONDON TO OPEN 
LABORATORIES 


(Special to the Monitor) 

LONDON—The new buildings which 
have been erected in accordance with a 
scheme for the provision of laboratories 
for metallurgy will be opened by Mr. 
Balfour on June 26. 

The scheme was initiated in 1909 and 
was estimated to cost £35,000, inclusive 
of the cost of equipments. To this 
amount a sum of £15,000 has been con- 
tributed by the treasury, whilst in 
1910 Sir Julius. Wernher provided 
£10,000 for the metallurgy laboratory, 
to which was added £936 by Lady 
Wernher at a later date. Further sums 
have also been collected, but £5000 is 
still required in order that the labora- 
tories may have even an_ initial 
equipment. 

The report of the National Physical 
Laboratory for last vear shows the total 
expenditure to have been £32,478 and

About 40 
general institutes will be provided for 
those parts of London where only one 
institute is needed, which must provide 
as thoroughly as possible for the needs 
of all classes of students. 

Finally, the sub-committee propose that 
there should be about 25 free Anstitutes 
providing a general, but not commercial, 
education. At 12 institutes, restricted to 
students over 18 years of age, instruction 
would be limited to non-vocational sub- 
jects. The sub-committee believe that, 
with an enrolment of 100,900 students 
and with alterations in the scale of fees, 
the ultimate additiona! expenditure would 
not exceed £588 a year. 3

WASHINGTON—The way is being pre- 
pared for the enactment of Alaskan rail- 
road legislation at this session of Con- 
gress. The preliminaries have all been 
attended to, and the bill on which the 
Senate practically will be agreed, will 
be reported back from the territories 
committee in a few days. President 
Wilson has said that he is anxious for 
Alaskan legislation at the earliest pos- 
Bible moment—at this session, provided 
it ig not put in the way of the tariff 
or the currency. The House Democrats 
will caucus on any bill that may go 
through the Senate in the next few 
weeks, and give it right of way. Al! 
that will be needed is a nod from the 
President to Chairman Underwood. The 
outlook is thus promising, and 
something may happen to cause a break 
in the present plan, none at this time is 
seriously anticipated.

KANSAS CITY TO 
HAVE R. R. YARD 
OF FORTY ACRES 


Facilities Sufficiently Extensive 
for the Storing of the Coaches 
and Engines of Twelve Trunk 
Lines to Be Provided 


ONE OF WORLD’S BEST 


KANSAS CITY—Railroad vards cover- 
ing 40 acres are being built in connection 
with the city s $6,000,000 union station. 

The yard is triangular in shape and 
lies between Southw est boulevard, Twen- 
ty-fifth street and the 
tracks the bank of "Turkey 
creek, one half a mile west of the new 
union station. It is connected with the 
station by six main line tracks, with 
plans for two additional tracks when 
needed. The main line tracks divide the 
tract into two yards. 

The south yard, the larger of the two, 
is to have 27 tracks for passenger 
coaches. A roundhouse to house 53 en- 
gines is to be in the southeast corner of 
this yard. It will measure 440 feet in 
diameter. There are plana for another 
roundhouse just south of the one to be 
built at once. The north yard is to have 
20 tracks, and will be given over entirely 
to passenger coaches, 

The distance between the tracks will 
alternate from five to eight feet between 
the coaches. The five-foot space to be 
for window washers and car cleaners and 
the eight-foot space for. the Ne ae 
The express and mail cars are to have 
places separate from the other coaches. 
The express cars will be in the west end 
of the new station, seven tracks to 
handle 43 cars being provided*for that 
purpose. The mail cars will have the 
east end of the station. There will be 
three tracks there with space for 29 
cars. Twelve roads will enter the new 
union station... Just what number of 
these will become tenants. in the. coach 
and engine yard has not been determined. 
But the larger roads have already an- 
nounced their intention of ne the new 
yards. 

The yards will be among the largest 
and best in the world.

Public opinion 
in the Russias is practically a negligible quantity, if it can even be 
said to exist. It becomes ecstatic, it is true, when the weathercock 
on the foreign office points to the support of Slav nationalities: it 
is‘treated to the argument of the Cossack when the Duma permits 
itself to interpret the aspirations of a people for free institutions. 

At present public opinion in Russia applauds the British entente, 
Germany is arming steadily across the Niemen, Austria-Hungary is 
watching behind the Pruth. The moment is not propitious for 
furthering Slavonic expansion at the expense of Austria, and Per- 
sian shrinkage in the Slav's favor. So the Russian Codiin lingers 
at a door in Downing street, to assure Sir Edward Grey that it is 
he, and not the German Short, who is “the friend.” A vear ago, 
Sir Edward seemed whole-heartedly to accept the assurance. Todav, 
he seems to be in doubt whether Short is such a desperate character 
after all. It is true he has a whole fleet of dreadnoughts in the 
Northt sea. But then, what of the Cossacks at Teheran?’ and the 
gentleyargument of the Transpersian railway? And so, quite sud- 
denly, Germany's premier pied-a-terre in the sun is found in the 
garden of Eden. 

The fears of the German press that the British protectorate of 
Koweit will be the cork in the mouth of the bottle to the aspirations 
of their country in the Tigris valley, will, it may be safely prophesied, 
be found unfounded. On the contrary, it is a profound political 
sagacity which has planted the Crescent, the German eagle and tlic 
Union Jack by the bazaar at Bassorah. All these powers have great 
interests in the Persian gulf, and all of them have reason to doubt 
that the friendship of the master of many Cossacks for those 
interests is much more than academic. The dreadnoughts built on 
each shore of the North sea may yet be the argument for keeping 
free the commerce of the Persian gulf, and the alliance which 
euards Anatolia and Baluchistan may prove the alliance which 
defends the windings of the Niemen.

A reference bureau that had its origin in the average 
local Legislature, and was dependent on it for existence, could but 
imperfectly serve a community. 

Starting with the state of Wisconsin, this notion of the publicly 
supported library formally cooperating with men who make and 
execute laws has been taken up by neighboring states and has worked 
out in a way that has had marked effect on state legislation and the 
political atmosphere of capital cities. The principle now has its 
advocates who contend that federal legislation might be much 
improved were there a national legislative bureau utilizing to the 
full Washington's wealth of documentary data; and in cities and 
towns the principle is working successfully wherever tried. There 
is no magic involved in the process. It Is as simple as most of the 


ihe states not already so safeguarded. to provide themselves with 
public utility commissions having ample power in the premises.

ihev are not the result. of a concerted plan or plot or in restraint of 
trade. It 1s understood that some further action is to be taken by 
the government, especialiy with the view of breaking up so-called 
minor combinations between the mine operators and the coal rail- 
roads, but it is only reasonable to assume that in these cases, also, 
decrees mutually satistactory will be agreed upon. In this ‘event, 
coal mine operators must not, as a body, be in comDination’ with 
coal railroads as a body, nor must there continue or exist any under- 
standing or contract between combined representatives of the two 
interests that will be in the nature of plan or plot. At the same 
time, the indiwidual mine operator and the individual railroad 4anay 
agree between themselves in the matter of carrying out centracts 
(hat may be mutually profitable, although not in restraint of trade. 
The upshot of all this is that the Sherman law is, or will be, 
thoroughly vindicated without, it would appear, necessarily reducing 
the price of coal. The coal operators and the coal railroads, that 
is, Will apparently be able to do legally what they have been doing 
illegally, but the price per ton to the consumer is likely to be as high 
legally next winter as it was illegally last winter. The law is vindt- 
cated, or soon will be, but the coal mine operators and the.coal rail- 
roads may still fx prices that will net them great profits, while the 
consumer miyet continue to pay exorbitant fuel bills, and with prob- 
ably less hope of redress than he has had im the past, for the reason 
that the agreed’ upon decrees will, in a large measure, have tied the 
hands of the ofhcers of the law., :

Recalled of legislation a few years ago and those of 
the present time.

seem safe to say, would now give a public 
service company the right to issue stock at any price it might choose, 
to give it away if that were an object, and to make no showing 
that actual value lay behind the issues. It marks progress when 
these charters ot a few years ago are called up for contrast. The 
general law of the state is exacting enough as to stock issues but the 


providing for navigation? For instance, let 
it be supposed that a river may be used 
jointly for navigation and for power production—that it may he 
‘aammed without seriously interfering with navigation, and with the

The trouble seems to be that too much has been expected of 
the paper bag. Because one thing has been cooked in a paper bag 
‘9 the satisfaction of the whole tamily, that is no reason why 
everything else for the table in the vegetable line should be suc- 
cessfully cooked in the same bag. Indeed, it has been found neces- 
sary by friends of the paper-bag cooking system to issue warnings 
tO housekeepers to the effect that everything else, or nearly every- 
thing else, will go more smoothly in the tamily if they will not use 
the bag in which they have cooked onions tor cooking young carrots, 
heets. tomatoes and new potatoes. The reason ‘for this is that 
while there may be some in the family who are devoted to the 
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special bills set up different standards and provided that the statutes 
should be suspended as to the particular project. They were evi- 
dently masterpieces of that period when street railways were able 
to command almost any favor from Legislatures. 

The first steps towards bringing the public service companies 
to sound financial methods were made difficult by the resistance of 
the men who had enjoved the melon-cutting days of the old order. 
To insist that sales of stock should bring the full amount realized 
to the treasury of the company and be used for construction or 
equipment was a denial of the benefits too long enjoyed to be 
released cheerfully. Nor wa’ all gained at once. The laws have 
progressed by degrees and all along in the face of opposition. The 
Connecticut instance shows us the special favors Legislatures have 
been led to grant even in the face of a séttled general policy written 
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the right to sell water privileges and to tax them, may it not also 
exercise the right to regulate the rates to be charged to consumers 
by the public service corporations using the privileges, and if it may 
do this, is it not depriving the state of its constitutional authority 
over certain forms of taxation? As our Washington correspondence 
on the subject pointed out a few days ago, a number of the states 
have public utility commissions empowered to protect the interests 
of the consumers of electric power such as may be generated with 
dams, and behind- these are commissions having authority over taxa- 
tion; combined, these are in a position to contest every inch of the 
ground in dispute with the federal government. 

Before there shall be occasion for a clash, however, the enact- 
ment is probable of Senator Burton's bill providing that the goy-
